The "music technology class" conundrum 

• Making a product isn't enough, there has to be an 
intentioned lesson behind it. 

Use simple and applicable technologies to discuss 
musical topics 

Audacity = free 

Rock Band = students already own it 
Focus on musical concepts not technological ones 
Don't be afraid to learn WITH your students 

• There will be some mistakes

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Why a visualization? 






It allows students to make concrete sense 
out of sound, which can feel ephemeral. 

The eyes and ears reinforce each other. 

It's a way to simply map out music when 
you don't have/need standard notation.
